Talks In Regard to the Six-Mile 
Road District. 


BENEFITS OF THE LAW. 


?a«t Amount of Grood Work Has Been 
Done — Yiews of an Ex- 
Commissioner. 


O ce of the most important mat­ 
ters that the voters of Sedalia and 
immediate vicinity 
will 
have to 
pass upon at the election on Tues­ 
day, A p ril 4, is 
the 
question of 
whether or not the Six-Mile road 
district 
shall 
be abolished. 
Tne 
county court has been petitioned to 
•nbmit the 
question 
at the ap­ 
proaching election and will do so. 
Desiring to ascertain something 
in regard to what has been accom­ 
plished in the four years since the 
Six-M ile district was established, a 


D e m o c r a t 
reporter 
yesterday 
called upon Major A . P. Morey, 
ex-commissioner, who is likely as 
well posted in the premises as any 
gentleman 
in 
the 
county, and 
gleaned from him much that will 
be perused with interest by the 
general public at this time. 
Major Morey is always averse to 
newspaper notoriety, but he does 
not hesitate to talk wfcea the occa­ 
sion demands it, and feeling con­ 
fident that the Six-M ile road dis­ 
trict should not be abolished, he so 
expressed himself in the following 
forcible lan guage: 
“ I don’t know that I can give 
you any very exact information as 
to the w orking of the Six-Mile 
road district,as it is some two years 
since I retired as one of the com- 
misioners, but I know in a general 
w ay what has been done and what 
the work has cost. 
For the correct 
facts and figures, 
however, you 
should call on Mr. Blair, who has 
been secretary and treasurer since 
the district was organized. 
*‘ It is very plain to everyone 
who 
travels 
the roads of this 
county that the dirt roads within 
this district are much better than 
those outside. 
Ttiey are properly 
graded and well drained, and the 
culverts and bridges are properly 
constructed and put in the right 
places. 
“ Anyone driving out of Sedalia 
can easily tell when he gets to the 
border of the district by the dif­ 
ference in the 
character of the 
roads. 
I don’t mean this as a re­ 
flection on the county overseers, 
but it is a result of the use of 
proper machinery and tools and of 
the supervision of a man who has 
learned by experience how to treat 
the various conditions of soil and 
earth’s surface as he finds them. 
“ Even the teams employed be­ 
come educated to the work, so that 
one sesLSoned team is worth as much 
as two ordinary farm teams. 
“ Tnis is the only work that has 
ever been done on the country 
roads, to my knowledge, that has 
been of permanent good and worth 
the money it cost. 
1 believe that 
every farmer who hauls his produce 
to -Sedalia over these roads will 
agree with me in this, and also that 
the Improved roads are constantly 
bringing trade to Sedalia that for­ 
merly went elsewhere. 
“ A country road that 
is 
but 
little traveled does not ordinarily 
get very bad. 
A s the roads con­ 
verge near the city the travel is 
concentrated and often the two or 
three miles nearest the city becomes 
impassable. 
This the work of the 
Six-Mile district largely corrects. 
“ There has been some ten miles 
of rock road constructed. 
A ll of 
this is wearing well and needs little 
or no repairing. 
“ W ith two or three miles added 
each year we will have iu a sbort 
time good macadam roads leading 
out of Sedalia in every direction. 
“ It is hard to understand why 
there should be opposition to this 
method of road building. 
It has 


seemed all along that the county 
court was somewhat opposed lo it, 
possibly because it involves the ex­ 
penditure of 
some 
$io,cx)o 
per 
annum of which the court has no 
control. 
“ A large part of the money, 
probably nearly or quite one-half, 
comes from the dramshop license. 
This money was formerly used by 
the county court in building bridges 
throughout the county, so that the 
money paid by the saloons of Se­ 
dalia 
was used to build 
bridges 
many of which tended to divert 
travel away from Sedalia and to 
Sweet Springs, Windsor and other 
outlying towns. 
It is fair to pre­ 
sume that 
this 
practice will 
be 
resumed if the district is abolished. 
“ It is certain that if the district 
is done away with that we will get 
no more macadam roads for many 
years, and the first wet winter we 
will again see wood at $S per cord 
and the strcers deserted by the 
farm wagons. 
“ The objectionable feature of the 
law is that all the money must be 
expended outside of the city limits, 
the theory of the law being, prob­ 
ably, that the city streets are in­ 
tended to be improved in another 
w ay; but the finances of this city 
are not equal to the work, hence if 
the law could be so amended that 
the revenue derived from the city 
could be expended in joining the 
rock roads to the city streets, it 
would be a great improvement. 
“ Tne total amount received and 
expended by the commissioners is 
about |io ,o co per year, of which 
not over $1,200 or $1,500 comes 
from the city treasury, the balance 
being from a direct tax on the 
township, and from one-half the 
county license from the saloons. 
“ The commissioners have been 
men who have proved difficult to 
‘ w ork.’ 
The wages of the super­ 
intendent and $10 per month to 
the secretary is the total regular 
pay roll, and every dollar is well 
earned. 
Tnere has been no favor­ 
itism and no politics in the expendi­ 
ture of the money. 
“ Possibly this has something to 
do with the desire of some people 
to have the district abolished.’ ’

T . B, Anderson, for many years 
a resident of Sedalia, but who for 
a couple of years past has been em­ 
ployed as 
a 
salesman 
with 
the 
jewelry house of Mermod, Jaccard 
& Co., St. Louis, and who lives at 
907 North Compton avenue in that 
city, arrived here yesterday for a 
visit of three or four days. 
Mr. Acderson has resigned his 
position in St. Louis, and is now 
making arrangements to organize 
a company, 
purchase a tract of 
land and accompany a colony of 
Missourians to the Isle of Pines, an 
island 
of 
800,000 acre-i located 
forty miles south of the republic of 
Cuba. 
Mr. Anderson is enthusi­ 
astic on the subject, and in conver­ 
sation with a D e m o c r a t reporter 
yesterday said : 
“ These 
lands 
are 
owned 
by 
natives and Spanish heirs in large 
tracts, containing several thousand 
acres. 
The owners 
will not di­ 
vide them and sell 
small tracts. 
This makes it necessary for persons 
of limited me ins to combine their 
capital and buy one of these es­ 
tate , have it surveyed and platted, 
then deeds made to each pefbon in 
proportion 
to 
the 
amount 
sub­ 
scribed. 
“ Companies of Americans from 
N ew York, Brooklyn, Pittsburg, 
Oswego and Florida have large in­ 
terests there, and there are but few 
tracts 
left 
that can 
be bought. 
The N ew Y ork company has con­ 
tracted to plant and care for, for 
five years, 750 acres, for which 
they are to receive $500 per acre. 
“ Mr. S. H. Pearcy, 
the 
vice 
president of the comp iny, is on the 
island, superintending this work. 
Tropical fruics are sources of great 
profit where the soil and climate 
are favorable for their growth, and 
the Isle of 
Pines seems to meet 
every requirement for the propa­ 
gation of not only oranges, lemons, 
grapefruit,bananas and pineapples, 
but for rubber, coffee and fine to­ 
bacco, and also for every variety 
of truck gardening. 
“ From the most reliable statistics 
these 
fruits yield annually from 
$200 to $joo per acre, while rub­ 
ber yields much larger returns and 
requires no expert labor or machin­ 
ery at any time of cultivation or 
harvesting. 
Only a knife and a 
bucket are required to harvest the 
sap, and this is often coagulated by 
drying in the «-un. 
“ Tnis land is five days’ run from 
the St. Louis and N ew Y o rk mar­ 
kets. 
The fruits ripen four weeks 
earlier there than in California. 
The land requires no irrigation and 
is beyond the frost line.” 
Although no advertising has been 
done, Mr. Anderson has been del­ 
uged with inquiries from W iscon­ 
sin to Texas, caused by inadvert­ 
ently 
giving his address in 
an 
article in last Sunday’s St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 
He 
says 
if this 
continues he will be compelled to 
call his g rls home from Sedalia 
and buy a typewriter to perform 
the task of answering letters. 
Mr. Aaderson says Gen. Miles, 
commander of the United States 
armies, calls the Isle of Pines “ a 
paradise on earth,” and the United 
States government report says of i t : 
“ It IS destined to become an im­ 
portant health resort, as all coodi- 
tions of climate, vegetation and 
scenery combine to render it attrac­ 
tive, both to invalids and others 
who wish 
to escape the severe 
northern winters.” .

an e^oqaeiit address from Hon. C. 
W . Hamlin, the democratic nomi­ 
nee lor congress, last n'ght. 
Tne meeting was called to order 
by Hon. Geo. W . Barnett, who 
spoke briefly of the importance of 
invest’gatiog public questions, and 
then introduced Mr. Hamlin as the 
“ next congressman from this dis­ 
trict.” 
Mr, Hamlin apologized for his 
hoarseness, and then proceeded to| 
make one of the ablest addresses 
that 
has been heard in Sedalia 
during the campaign. 
He alluded to the general inter­ 
est felt in the trust question; he 
reminded his hearers that the de­ 
mocracy has 
always 
been out­ 
spoken in its opposition to these 
great combines, ninety per cent of 
which have been organized during 
the past six years of republican 
rule m the United States. 
President Roosevelt has declared 
against them, but nothing has been 
done by the republican 
adminis­ 
tration to suppress them. 
Parties should be judged by their 
actions, and the actions of the re­ 
publican 
party show 
that 
the 
leaders who frame 
that 
party’ s 
policy are friendly to the trusts. 
Mr. Hamlin proved conclusively 
that the high 
tariff aids in the 
formation of trusts, and reminded 
his hearers that only a few years 
ago the republican party demanded 
a high tariff to “ aid, foster and 
protect 
infant industries,” 
thus 
conceding 
that 
the 
tariff 
does 
aid 
the 
very 
“ infants” 
that 
have become so great and power­ 
ful that their managers can defy 
the president of the United States 
and refuse to listen to his recom­ 
mendations; so powerful that even 
the United States government had 
to request 
Canada 
to

the 
barbed wire for a boundary fence 
because the trust would sell to a

He did not believe tariff reduc­ 
tion a panacea for all trust evils, 
but he asserted that to remove the 
duties from imported articles that

O ne reason for the scarcity of 
fuel in Seda lia at present is said to 
be a shorta ge of cars on both the 
Missouri Pa cific and M ., K , Sl T. 
roads. 
Thousa nds of cords of good 
w ood are piled up a long the lir es 
of the tw o roads sta ted and aUo 
a long the line of the S ., W . & S. 
W ., but it is almost impossible to 
get cars to get it to market. 
T his state of affairs w ill soon be 
ov er, it is thought, and as soon as 
it is there w ill be plenty of good 
w ood 
for 
sale 
at a reasonable 
figure. 
In N ew York state, 
howev er, 
wood is selling at $3 0 a cord and 
a nthra cite coal at $35 a ton, so it 
is not surprising that substitutea 
for fuel are being sought. 
Here is 
the latest, told of in a Phila delphia 
' dispa tch of the loth : 
Bricks bid fair to riv al coal as a 
fuel in this city . 
Thousa nds are 
burning bricks soaked in coal oil. 
This innov a tion is the inv ention of 
a woman. 
One large porous brick aoaked 
all night in coal oil will burn for 
more than tw o hours, and will fur­ 
nish sufficient heat to cook a meal. 
Three or four bricks placed in a 
heater w ill warm a house for nearly 
three hours. 
The bricks can be 
used as often as desired. 
Persons w ho hav e made the ex ­ 
periment are delighted, and many 
of them say they w ill continue to 
burn oil in this wa y in their cook­ 
ing ranges, ev en after the coal 
strike is ended. 
Ea ch brick has attached to it a 
piece of wire w ith a loop, so that 
it ma y be ea sily handled. 
A v ery porous soft brick will 
hold almost a quart of oil. 
One bricky ard here is ma king a 
specia l porous brick for this pur­ 
pose.
